COLLECTION  CANADIAN  COMMUNION  CHURCH 

TOKENS 

Note — These  interesting  tokens  in  lead,  white  metal,  or  an  alloy 
were  issued  by  ministers  of  the  Presbyterian  churches  in  Canada 
during  the  old  days  from  50  to  over  100  years,  ago.  The  cus- 
tom was  for  the  minister  to  pass  out  a token  to  all  who  were  entitled 
to  Communion,  and  on  Communion  Day,  once  or  twice  a year,  the 
bearer  of  a token  was  admitted  and  others  excluded.  A collection 
of  these  tokens  is  of  extreme  interest,  since  there  is  a wide  variety 
of  sizes  and  shapes,  square,  oblong,  oval,  circular,  irregular,  some- 
times very  crudely  made  by  a local  smith  or  other,  or  beautifully 
made  with  dies  highly  ornamented,  a piece  of  fine  workmanship, 
bearing  the  initial  or  name  of  the  minister  or  congregation,  a date 
commemorative  of  some  event  in  the  history  of  the  church,  and 
with  reverse  side  often  blank  or  bearing  a text  such  as  “This  do  in 
remembrance  of  Me,”  or  “Let  a man  examine  himself.”  The  use  ot 
the  tokens  in  Canada  was  introduced  by  missionaries  sent  out  from 
Scotland,  where  their  use  originated  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
times  of  the  Reformation  and  persecution  to  distinguish  a friend 
from  a foe.  The  use  of  the  metal  token  has  disappeared,  and  col- 
lectors now  find  it  most  difficult  to  assemble  a collection.  Canadian 
dealers’  lists  price  them  singly  at  $1  to  $4  each.  Many  of  them, 
are  rare  and  seldom  met  with.  In  size  these  tokens  average  from 
an  inch  to  an  inch  and  a half  across,  and  a display  is  very  attractive 
and  educational.  Fine  for  churches  or  colleges.  MacLachlan  in  his 
book  on  the  subject  lists  241  varieties,  and  MacLennan’s  work  in 
1924  made  a few  additions.
